Subject: Status Request -- A general update of progress 
on requests to improve security, replace tidegate, 
restore general usage at the Del Rey Lagoon Park 


Dear Council President Pat Russell, 


In the past few weeks members of our group have met with 1 of 
the Los Angeles Department of Recreation and Parks who has assured us that the 
replacement of Del Rey Lagoon Park tidegate is in progress and that the new 
gate should be installed by late summer or early next fall. We thank you for 
your assistance in this matter. 

Members of our group wrote you last January stating other concerns about 
the park which we feel still need addressing, however. And, with summer and 
warmer weather fast-approaching, now need rapid attention. 


f Immediate Need: 


1. Install adequate security lighting surrounding the entire park and 
parking lot areas and, 

2. Request that the Pacific Division Police officers nightly enforce the 
existing ordinances requiring park and parking area closure curfew at 
10:30 p.m., including the no overnight camping regulation. 


ear-Future Need: 


1. Acquire all property peripheral to the northern end of Del Rey Lagoon 
nearest Ballona Creek Flood Control Channel for completion of the park 
boundaries and proper control of the tide gate. 

2. Dredge the entire lagoon bottom, removing some 20 years of muck -- now 

two to three feet deep -- restoring lagoon water, its sandy bottom and 

perimeter to its original beauty and cleanliness. 


These latter-two items, obviously, must be accomplished with cooperation 
from the Howard Hughes Properties -- both for acquisition of the C-shaped land 
at the northern end of the lagoon, and for the vital dredge/fill operation in 
which the Audubon Society and Park Department coordinate use of a small dredge 
both for Wetlands improvement and for lagoon dredging with all dredge material 
to be piped to another portion of the Hughes properties as "fill." 

We would greatly appreciate your comments on the above and to apprise our 
association how we might assist you in steady progress toward these goals.
